2018 Public Works Construction Project Summary

Sanitary Sewer Repair on Arbor Drive NW (J4408)
Construction is anticipated to start June 11 and be completed by August 24, 2018, weather permitting

Deficient sanitary sewer pipe and manholes will be replaced to prevent a break or blockage of the sanitary sewer system.

Project Benefits

The existing sanitary sewer pipe in this area has numerous deficiencies that can lead to blockages in the sewer lines and prevent
regular maintenance. Some manholes in the area are settling due to soil conditions and could lead to a sewer main break. The
deficient sewer and manholes will be replaced as part of this project.
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Construction Impacts

Impacts to vehicle travel:
e Arbor Drive NW from Arboretum Drive NW to Bradford Lane NW will be closed to through traffic during construction.

e Access to residential driveways located within the construction zone will be limited during different stages
of construction.

Project Cost and Funding
This project will cost $880,000 and will be funded from Sanitary Utility Fees.
